Clarke students returned after a $200 tuition hike last 
year to find increased prices.on vending machines, washing 
machines, dryers, and even the postage stamp machine. 

With a student’s limited budget and with higher costs 
_ everywhere, it is often tempting to take advantage of certain 

situations. One of the places easily taken advantage of is the 
student cafeteria. . 

Students take desserts, fruit, pitchers of beverages, 
crackers, salt and pepper shakers, trays, dishes, silverware; 
literally anything they can get away with. . 

The Courier feels Mr. Larry James and the cafeteria staff 
have done an excellent job of serving the Clarke student 
body. 

However, the food service must also cope with rising 
prices. Mr. James has his own ways of fighting costs; includ- 
ing what he calls his recently-initiated ‘“‘Gestapo Tech- 
niques.” 

Lhe Courier believes this is a very practical move. Stu- 
dents may think it’s easier to steal food from the cafeteria 
than to pay for it, but nothing is free. When next year’s in- 
creases come around, all the stolen cookies and fruit will be 
accounted for. Even before next year, if the cafeteria comes 
up short financially, the service to students will also come 
up short. , 

The Courier asks students to cooperate with Mr. James in 
his efforts to combat rising costs and keep the Clarke food 
service up to its present standards.
